Sr. Louis, December 11.—A special to: the | 
Republic from Cheyenne, Wyoming, says: A 
report comes from the north to the effect that 
the people of Big Horn basin, Jobnson-county, 
have broken ap Kettle Jack's gang of thieves 
and cut-throats,. by lynching some of them and 
driving the remainder out of the country. 
Kettle Jack and companions arrived in that 
region a year ago, and baye sixce lived like 
barbarians, _ 

Atter being reinforced by a number of des- 


settlers. At first they only slaughtered beef 
and stole food, but fia be bolder, com~ 
menced to rym Horses into Utah and Montana. 

Farmer Jones and two grown sons pursued 
the gang and made a fight for some of their 
stolen property but were shot down. Finally 
people living in the basin, some five hundred 
in number, lived in mortal .terror of Kettle 
Jack’s band. Jack made captive of and 
forced into marriage the daughter of 
a leading citizen. 
rescuing party, but the rescuers were defeated 
with the. loss of two killed and half a dozen 
wounded. Jack grew bolder, and the citizens 
determined to wipe out the outlaws. They 
succeed in storming the camp of the despera- 
does, and the lynching followed. 


THAT JOHNSTOWN ACCIDENT. 


Further Particulars Aboutthe Panic in the 
Theater. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., December, 11.—Again has ] 


this ill-fated town been visted by disaster. 
This time it was the ‘‘cry of fire” in the 
theater that sent nearly a score of lives into 
eternity, and mangled about seventy-five, 
many probably fatally injured. Park’s opera 
house, where the catastrophe occurred, is a 
three-story building situated on Main street, 
near the corner of Franklin, and was used as 
a dining room for several months after tho 
flood. The building has for a long time 
been considered unsafe, and maby 
people could not be hired to 
attend any kind of eztertainment there, 
There were about five hundred 
people, principally women and children, in 
the house last night. About 10:30, as the per- 
formance was about closing, there was an 
alarm of fire sounded by firemen stationed 
uear the opera house, caused by discovery of 
firé in Dr. Wakefield’s stable in Vernyiile. 
The alarm being sounded so close, greatly ex- 
cted the audience and they .immediately 
rushed for the street. They were met at the 
entrance by a crowd from the outside who 
thought the fire was in the opera house. The 
crowds coming together on the _ close 
stairway, not over six feet wide, 
and the frantic efforts of those in 
the rear of the outcOming crowd caused a 
terrible jam, which was made still worse by 
persons jumping from the galleries onto the 
heads of those on the stairs. The firemen 
had to turn their hose on those on the outside 
to ease the jam, and when the injured could 
be gotten at the stairway was found to be 
filled almost to the level of the upper floor 
with dead and dying. Thirteen persons were 
taken out dead. 


THE INFLUENZA, 


The Disease Spreading in Paris—Its Appear.« 
ance in Berlin. 

Paris, December 11.—The infiuenza epi- 
demic in this city is spreading. Th® disease 
has made its appearance in the barracks, mar- 
kets and Ocole Centrale. A medical report 
upon the prevalent epidemic shows that there 
are 670 cases among the employees in the great 
dry goods store, Magasin du Louyré. These 
are all cases ofa simple benign influenza, 
which ordinarily lasts only about four days. 
Complications rise in some cases which make 
it more serious. In other large stores it pre- 
vails to an extent equal tothat in Louvre. No 
special preventatives are called for, and there 
is no cause for uneasiness. 

Vienna, December 11.—The board of health 
deny that influenza is epidemic in this city. 
Thay say there are only a few isolated cases 
of the disease here. 

Berwin, December 11.— Notwithstanding 
the official denial published yesterday in the 
National Zeitung that there was no influenza 
here, the epidemic is making itself felt. 
Professor Virchow is one of the many 
sufferers.

The Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. uis connects 
Bridgeport and Pittsburg—and several At- 
lanta people are interested in that town of 
Bridgeport, on the Tennessee river in Ala- 
bama. The road from Pittaburg to Lancing is 
a little over-one hundred miles. It will short- 
en the distance from South Pittsburg to Cin- 
cinnati by fifty miles. A corps of fourteen 
surveyors are now at work.

We are prepared to 
prove both by the Bible and the Methodist dis- 
cipline that we are innocent of holding to or 


practicing heresy.” 

The ladies further said: , 

“It is true we are observing the seventh day 
of the week, which is Saturday, for the Sab- 
bath, and are doing so on the authority of 
God’s word.” ; 

As proof they read Exodus 20, 8:11: Thus, 
they said, they were forced to the conclusion 
that it is the seventh and not the first day of 
the week thatthe fourth commandment en- 
joins Christians to remember and keep holy.
